In answer to questions about the 


numerous stories going the rounds of 
mediation or aruitratton, Mr. Shaffer 
d-ssiissed all by saying: "We have 
not heard from the other side; we have 
not placed anything before them, and 
I know of nobody acting for either 
side or on any side. We are not hunt- 
ing for aroiiration. Arbitration repre- 
senting boui sides might be worse 
than the strike itself. Two willing 
champions, one for either side, might 
nave a worse fight In choosing a third 
party and in settling the amerences 
than we in the continuation of the 
strike. I have told the other side 
that personally I wouid consent for 
disinterested arbitration in ^e hands 
of such public men as Archbishop Ire- 
land. Bishop Potter and Seth Low. al- 
though I did not as an officer of the 
association suggest such a move. I 
was willing to advise it." 


John Sternsdroft, a rougher from 


Richmond. Va., who claimed he was 
a member of the party of strike break- 
ers brought to Monessen Sunday by 
Alabama Joe Carter, was at strike 
headquarters. He said Carter had en- 
tirely misrepresented the facts to him, 
and that he slipped out of the worts 
the firsx time a chance presented it- 
self. He says 14 men left Richmond, 
that five deserted en route and that 
three left when he did. He placed 
the number of men now in the mill at 
IS. and said very little work was be- 
ing accomplished. The strikers wel- 
comed SternsdroS and were elated 
over his statement. When he told 
them that another party was being 
formed to come north they took steps 
to head it 
off- 
According to me strike leaders only 


20 men who were formerly members 
of the Amalgamated Association have 
gone to work in the mills that are now 
being operated partly or in full with 
nonunion men.

at Kansas City, with the addition of 
planks on state issues demanding re- 
farm in taxation laws, the repeal of 
raulct liquor law, the enactment of a 
local option license law and several 
other matters of interest only to the 
people of the state. 


The committee on resolutions was 


seriously divided, the majority favor- 
ing a platform somewhat on the Ohio 
plan, with no reference to national 
issues. The preamble of the majority 
report was as follows: "Resolved, that 
the fundamental principle of Democ- 
racy, 'equal rights to all and special 
privileges to none,' applies in full 
force to the •subject of taxation. The 
Democratic party believes that the 
burdens of taxation should be borne 
equally by all taxable property. \Ve 
plecge m-mbers of the general assem- 
bly to formulate and urge the adop- 
tion of such a law as will compel the 
burdens of taxation to rest on corpo- 
ra'e and individual property alike, 
without favor or exemption of any in- 
terests." 


Walt H. Butler presented the minor- 


ity report, which was identical with 
the majority report except the follow- 
ing to precede the preamble: "We, the 
Democrats of Iowa, in convention as- 
sembled, hereby reaffirm the princi- 
ples of the Democratic national plat- 
form adopted at Kans^ City July 5, 
1800, 
and without surrendering our 


convictions or abating our loyalty to 
our national politics, we believe this 
campaign to be particularly one that 
should be confined to state issues." 
This was signed by Claude Porter, 
"Wait H. Butler and John J. Bery. Mr. 
Butler mored the substitution of the 
minority report for the majority re- 
port, and addressed the convention in 
favor thereof. He was enthusiastic- 
ally cheered, and it was plain to be 
seen that a large portion of thft dele- 
gates favored its adoption. 


D. W. Hamilton of Sigonrney pre- 


sented a second minority report, sign- 
ed by himself, with M. Hibee and John 
L. Powers, as follows: "We. the Dem- 
ocrats of Iowa, in convention assem- 
bled. make the following declaration 
of principle: 
"We hold that in this 


campaign state issues are paramount, 
and while not retracting or repudiat- 
ing any past declarations of the Dem- 
ocratic party, we deem it our duty at 
this time, waiving questions of new 
policies, to address our services to the 
redemption of Iowa from Republican 
misrule." In all other respects this 
report was the same as the majority 
report. The first minority report was 
adopted by a vote of 6C9 to 550. 


Keystone Republicans. 


Harirsburg. Pa.. Aug. 22. — With the 


absence of both Senators Quay and 
Pcnrose. and other party leaders, the 
Republican state convention assem- 
bled, nominated Judge William P. Pot- 
ter of Pittsburg for supreme judge 
and Frank G. Harris, for three terms 
member of the house, for state treas- 
urer. The platform indorses the na- 
tional and state administrations and

official acts of Pennsylvania's 


United States senators, commends the 
last legislature, conceded the right of 
labor and capital to organize and de- 
nounces "yellow journalism."

tion. In the manufacture of Ivory goods 
today such results are no longer to be 
feared, because the makers of the finer 
articles, especially the Americana, care- 
fully and slowly make their goods, and 
before the article is finished and put on 
the market it is thoroughly seasoned 
and has been subjected to aU kinds of 
atmospheric aad climatic conditions.1 
The manufacturer today roughs out hia 
article and lays it away for months be- 
fore it goes to the hand of the polisher 
and finisher. In articles such as mir- 
rors and brush backs spaces are now- 
allowed for expansion and contraction 
within tbe frame, so that no cracking 
can take place.
